The democrats have op­ 
posed the item on the . ground that 
the results of the investigations by 
the board should be reported direct 
to congress instead of to the presi­ 
dent. 
The sundry civil bill has been used 
as a vehicle to convey more cam­ 
paign 
speeches, 
under 
government 
frank throughout the country than 
any other measure that has been be­ 


fore congress this session. 
The postal savings bank bill, which 
has been reported from the commit­ 
tee on postoffices and postroads, is 
ready for the republican caucus, on 
Wednesday. Practically all the repub­ 
licans of th e house signed th e call. 
It is not likely, therefore, that the 
dhision over the bill will be along 
regular and insurgent lines. 
It is 
more likely to be between eastern 
and western members. 
The caucus will take the form of 
a committee of the whole majority 
membership of the house anti it is 
probable that many changes will b< 
made in the bill. Many western mem­ 
bers believe the 47 1-2 per cent of de­ 
posits which this bill reported, would 
require to be kept in local banks Is 
too small and that the provision of 
tile bill that passed the senate would 
bt1 more effective to keep deposits 
in the communities where collected. 
The westerners change that the hill 
as drafted is a “bankers bill” and 
that under its operations their com­ 
munities might be depleted of mon­ 
ey. • 


When the caucus has agreed upon 
a bill which it has reason to believe 
it can put through the house, the 
majority party will probably endeav­ 
or to bring in a rule with a view 
to passing the bill without amend­ 
ment. The democratic members an I 
all the insurgent republicans are ex­ 
pected to resist such a rule on the 
ground that they are opposed to “leg­ 
islating in secret” as they character­ 
ize the caucus method. 
After reposing on the senate cal­ 
endar for many weeks the statehood 
bill suddenly has been called to tak*> 


an active part in bringing the oppos­ 
ing factions together on the railroad 
bill.

Guthrie, Ok., May 21.—As &, result 
ot the proposed referendum by re­ 
publicans upon the Bryan act of tin 
special session, the state commission, 
codifying the laws to be reported to 
the next legislature, has been un­ 
able to agree upon what statute, if 
any, governs general elections. Th? 
contusion arises from a superabun­ 
dance of legislation upon the subject, 
and the apparent ever-ready desire 
in Oklahoma to invoke the initiative 
and referendum. 
There have been three sessions of 
the legislature since Oklahoma be­ 
came a state, and there have been 
three gene al election laws enacted. 
\\ ith statehood came the emblem bal­ 
lot law' enacted by a Territorial leg­ 
islature, 
with 
nominations 
to 
be 
made by convention or by primary 
c lection, at the option of the political 
party. Democrats coming into pow­ 
er thoroughly committed to the man­ 
datory primary feature, at the First 
legislature repealed the old territor­ 
ial- 
law substituting entirely 
new 
general primary acts, retaining of 
the former the emblem ballot, which 
is considerable of aid to the elector 
unable to read and write. The sec­ 
ond election 
was 
held 
under 
its 
terms. 
When the Second Legislature met, 
Senator L. K. Taylor secured pas­ 
sage of what became known as the 
Taylor ribbon ballot law-, dealing with 
the subject of general elections. It 
did away with all party emblems, and 
arranged candidates for a given of­ 
fice by groups without sign or word 
indicating to what political party a 
particular 
candidate 
belonged, 
and 
the elector was required to vote on 
each candidate separately. 
With this law, everything else on 
the subject of general elections was 
repealed. Soon after the legislature 
adjourned, Republicans presented pe­ 
titions for a referendum on the Tay­ 
lor law, from operation as it remains 
today, pending before the supreme

ture, and included a repeal of the 
Taylor ribbon ballot law-, as well as 
everything on the subject of general 
elections. 
Anticipating that the op­

the Bryan law, Senator Taylor se­ 
cured passage of an independent act 
repealing the ribbon ballot law of 
the second session. That law will be­ 
come effective in June, having pass­ 
ed w ithout 
the -.emergency*,. clause. 
Since adjournment of 
the 
special 
session, at which both the Bryan law 
and the Taylor repealing law were 
enacted, Republicans have given no­ 
tice of a referendum upon the Bry­ 
an law, which has the effect by hang­ 
ing it up until put in force by the 
courts, or passed upon at an elec­ 
tion. 
The Attorney General gave an opin­ 
ion that the Taylor repealing law 
w-orfld be effective but that if the 
ribbon ballot law were adopted by 
the people, it would become the gen­ 
eral election law’ of the state. The 
Code Commission is confronted with 
these 
propositions: 
If the ribbon 
ballot law- was alive at any stage of 
the proceedings, then it has been 
specifically repealed, and with it goes 
down everything on the subject of 
general elections save the Bryan act 
of the special session, and the Bry­ 
an act is 
suspended from effect on 
referendum petitions which the re­ 
publicans have given notice of filing. 
Under this view- there is no general 
election law’. If, on the other hand, 
the ribbon ballot law was never alive 
by reason of the referendum peti­ 
tions, then 
there was nothing for the 
legislature 
to repeal, hence the re­ 
pealing act of the special session 
did not touch the emblem ballot law 
of the first legislature, and that is 
the statute under which the general 
election will be held in November.

"tfi fling statements.

and humiliating peace.” 
For an invadin gar my to pass the 
Golden Gate and land in San Fran­

New* Y’ork May 22— James T. Pat­ 
ten, cotton king, is preparing to fill 
the largest individual Ord* r of cot­ 
ton ever received. It is for the ship­ 
ment of 56.000 bales, 25,000 fo** Havre 
and 25,000 for Bremen. Patten will 
make a profit of more then $1,500,000 
on the deal. J. 3. Bache & Co. acted 
for him and the statement was made 
from their office today that the or­ 
der is imperative and because of this 
urgently of the buyers, some difficulty 
may be experienced in filling it. 
The cotton is wanted by the spin­ 
ners on the continent w'ho have al­ 
lowed their stocks to run down to 
the lowest ebb. The chief difficulty is 
the question of ships and lighterage. 
The cotton, which was accumulated 
by* Patten in his last sensational cor­ 
ner of the market is distributed along 
the Brooklyn water front and it has 
been impossible to obtain a suffi­ 
cient number of ships to transport 
the entire 50,000 bales at once. So 
far accammodations have been ob­ 
tained for only 10,000 bales. 
The deal involves $3,500,000 and the 
cotton is to be delivered on the basis 
of 15c a pound! 
The transaction has so far had no 
effect on the market, which has been 
quite active of late, but experienced 
operators say that Patten, if he lik­ 
ed, could make the price almost any­ 
thing he desired. 
In the trade it is believed that Pat­ 
ten paid from 9c to 12c for his hold­ 
ings.
